Some discoveries About a Queen of

the temple of Hatshesut, which is on 
the other side of the Nile from the great 
and famous temple of Thebes.

One .was that this great queen invar- 
iably had herself represented in the 
state costume of a king—that is to say 
with the square false beard and singu 
lar headdress and skin: which may b 
seen upon tue royal figures reproduce!, 
in pictures; the other was that her sue 
cessor meanly and elaborately erased 
all over the temple aiid .where else -he 
could find It, iher portrait and 'her -car 
touche, .or special si-gnature. 
But bj 


degrees a. wonderful personality 
has 


been unveiled. 
It is: found that this 


magnificent temple -was'erected by a 
cueen.who, like Elizabeth, maintained 
herself in power until- her death, al- 
though she .was during the whole time 
menaced by innumerable foes, and her 
throne was sought -by a person of very 
great ability and energy—Thotmes III. 
that same stepson who, after her death, 
avenged upon her images the success 
which she -tad' over him during -her 
life. 
Her 
remarkable 
character is 


shown not only .by her achievements, 
both in building and in sending expe- 
ditions for .trade to. parts unknown, 
but also by the fact that her father, 
Thotmes II., a,notably able ruler, chose 
her to share -his -throne during his life- 
time, although he had. at least one son 
living. 
The "portraits unveiled in this 


temple, by the •'. Egyptian exploration 
fund show a very noble type of female 
face, with a broad brow, a large nose 
and a singularly sweet expression of 
the mouth.

IS THE LEAST OF MANY -EVILS. 


Tobacco l» Not as Harmful a« Any other 


Article Used for. Smoking. 


Scieaee has calculated that an aver- 


age puff of-cigar smoke sets free oyer 
2,000,000,000 tiny particles, a whiff from 
a pipe liberates over 1,800,000,000 of 
these particles and one from a cigar- 
ette starts 2,900,000,000 of them flying 
through' the surrounding, atmosphere. 
A very curious fact concerning tobacco 
smoke is the remarkable change 
in 


color which it undergoes after enter- 
ing the mouth. From the burning end 
nf a cigar the smoke issues in deep blue 
threads, while that which is expelled 
from the mouth is 
of 
a 
decidedly, 


brownish tint. This difference is to be 
accounted- for .by the fact .that-'the 
minutest particles have an -in-tense af- 
finity for' moisture. 
.When 
tobacco 


smoke is drawn into the mouth its 
smallest particles are .immediately de- 
tached from the rest by the .presence 
of moist surfaces, to which: they fly 
and lodge. 
Besides particles, smoke 


contains several gases, and 
vapors. 


Though Sir Walter Raleigh won his 
famous' wager with .Queen Elizabeth, 
he took no'account of tKese when he 
attempted to show her the ^veight of 
the''-final-ashes .from that of the un- 
burnt cigar, and his 
demonstration 


would.not hold good" with any- scientist 
to-day. It has often been quoted that 
a grain of nicotine, administered all 
at once, would, kill the strongest dog, 
and from this have been argued its ter- 
rible effects on the body of a -human 
being. . While this statement is un- 
doubtedly true, it is somewhat mislead- 
ing. 
In order to commit suicide by 


j smoking, the dog'would have to con- 
sume 400 strong cigars, one right after 
the other. He could put himself out 
of the world much more easily by eat- 
ing the boxes. Whatever the ill effects 
of tobacco when used to excess, in mod- 
eration it acts on an adult as a mild 
sedative. It is claimed that after the 
thirtieth" year its uses/prolong life and 
preserves, -the mind by lessening the 
bodily functions of waste'and repair. 
Experts say that for smoking, tobacco 
is one'of the least injurious substances 
known. 
Compared wit \ other well- 


known vegetable1 -substaii^es used for 
the same purpose, tobacco is very mild. 
Opium, without doubt, is most fearful 
in .its effects, for the drunkenness it 
produces ultimately . unbalance. . rh? 
mind.
